Museum, Lahore, for the year 1935-36, 


STR, 

[am directed by the Punjab Government (Ministry of 
Education) to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. §49-I-1, 
dated the 15th August, 1036, forwarding your report on the 
working of the Central Museum, Lahore, for the year 1935-36 
and to convey the following observations of Government ‘there- 
on :— 

In 1934-35 the number of visitors to the Museum increased 
wise hy 18,833 to 266,699; in 1935-36 the number 
sat ge has fallen by 14,307 to 252,392. This may be 

due partly to the closing of the Museum for two more days in 
the year owing to unusual circtumstances. The attendance on 
the “ Zenaua ” days also has gone down by 960 to 6,249, the 
daily average having fallen from 600 to 621. No special reason 
has been assigned for this fall. The number of students, how- 
ever, who visited the Museum on student’s day has increased 
hy eighty-five to 780 against 701 of last year. Government 
hope that attempts will be made to make the Museum attractive 
and popular. 

Tt is gratifying to note that the conduct of the visitors 
Condectofthe 725 &XCellent. 

Public- 

The programme of educational work included fourteen lec- 

Educetiomal work, ures of which eleven were delivered. It is 
‘ay satisfactory to note that the series was success- 
ful and that the average attendance per lecture was i¢ enn 
ve fie i the 
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190 for the previous ‘year, and 157 for 1933-34. The number 
of sets of slides issued during the year-shows a fall from fifty - 
five to thirty-five and calls for attention, as the slides can be 
very usefully employed for educational work. The existence of 
so excellent a library of slides might be more widely broadcast 
over the province. 


The Museum has acquired during the year many interesting 
eee sculptures, textiles, paintings and manuscripts. 
eS Several of these have been purchased. Among 
the sculptures mention may be made of eighteen old terra-cotta 
heads obtained from an antique Buddhist site near Jammu and 
a stone torso of Varaha Avatara for the Brahmanic section. 
In addition to several paintings, a Jain manuscript, an old Per- 
sian manuscript and. several additions to the textile section 
deserve mention. Government acknowledge with thanks the 
kindness of Major J. ©. Mullaly, 10/16th Punjab Regiment, 
Sialkot, in presenting to the Museum two wooden figures from 
Bimborat Nullah, Chitral. Five gold coins, forty-five silver 
coins and seven copper coins have been added to the valuable 
collection of coins and the thanks of the Ministry are due to the 
various Governments for their presentations. 


Mr. 8, . Markham, Empire Secretary, Museums Association 
Visit of the 28 Mr. H. Hargreaves, late Archeological 
Museum Experts, ‘Survey of India, who toured India in 1935, for 
the purpose of compiling a directory and making 
a survey of the Museums of India, visited the Museum on 
several occasions. Finding that treasures of great artistic, 
historical and arehzeological value were fast deteriorating, they 
felt obliged to address the Director of Public Instruction regard- 
ing the necessity of instituting a regular audit of the more 
valuable portable specimens, providing air-tight and moth -proof 
cases for the more valuable textiles and publishing a brief guide, 
or ** What to See” leaflet for the use of visitors. These sugges- 
tions have been carried out to a certain extent during the year 
under report. Action to preserve certain exhibits from deteriora- 
tion and decay has been taken and the wood-work has been 
chemically treated by the Assistant to the Entomologist to the 
Punjab Government. The Curator is engaged in preparing a 
complete descriptive list of the objects that are exhibited in the 
Tibetan, Brahmanic, Jain and the Inscription galleries, 


The cost of the maintenance of the Museum to Government 
slightly fell from Rs. 19,600 to Rs. 18,420 and 
zi the receipts rose appreciably from Rs. 9,250 to 
Rs. 11,339 on account of sale-proceeds of duplicate and surplus 
coins. The income is derived mainly from the sale-proceeds of

I Took over charge from the Officiating Curator on the 
forenoon of the 17th February, 1986, after having been on leave 
ex-India from Ist August, 1034 to 16th February 1936. Most of 
this period wes spent in the British Isles during which I cata- 
logued the Amaravati sculptures at the British Museum as well 
as more than four dozen public and private collections of 
Indian artistic and archeological material like those at the 
Buckingham Palace, the Royal Scottish Museum. Edinburgh 
and the Museums of Dublin, Belfast, Manchester, Glasgow. 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Elgin, etc. T also lectured at the India 
Society and other places and finished a book called “ Studies in 
Asiatic Culture”. 


1, A meeting of the Museum Development Committee 
was held on the 50th April 1935. It discussed 
the suggestions of Dr. Fabri and approved of the 
work done by the officiating Curator in the 
re-arrangement of the Bronze gallery. It suggested that the 
cleaning of the antiquities may be tried through Dr. Dunnicliff, 
that pictnre post-cards of notable exhibits be printed and_that
